CHAHITABLE WORK, SELF-CENIAL, 

SELF-ABNEGATION 
CbaTitaUe work is not 10 be confounded with 
beggaiy which imports personal gain. Most 
often tboK who devote tberaselTCS to such chari- 
ties (iTe liies of self-denial and self-abnegation 
for the sake of others. And the utmost limit of 
reaionable Tegulation in the matter Is reached by 
acta protecttn; the public from charhtans and 
isipostors, Insuring knowledge on the part of the 
donors of the purposes to which their contribu- 
tions nay be put, coupled with adequate safe- 
Snarda aMinst malversation as to the funds re- 
ceived. But this falls far short of the law here 
_ under review, which permits such charitable 
work to be carried on only by (again to quote 
respondent) "trustee: satisfactoiy to the Munici- 
pal Charities Commission." 
-But in further support of the argument that 
thje Cjiaritieft Commission or the Municipal 
Couneil may thus forbid a man from devoting his 
life (o this form of self-denisi and good works it 
IS said that neither the Constitution of the United 
Stile; nor the Cons.itutioil of Ibis SUle guaran. 
tee him the right so to do as they guarantee Juni 



prcisly withheld. The coiislruction lias not as 
yet met with favour from the jurisconsults. As 
little accord can be given lo a construction which 
denies to the individual any right not expressly 
reserved and preserved to him. 

HAPPINESS IN BETTERING THE LOT OF 
THE POOR 
But if driven to authority to support this de- 
claration ivc can at least point out that ihe 
Declaration of Independence recogniaes the right 
of all manidnd to putaue happiness. ^Vl1elI that 
pursuit lakes the innocent and adnjiriblc form 
of effort to better tlic lot of Iho poor aiid ihc 
oppressed, whether happiness be found solely in 
the cotiscIousiiGss of the doing of kindly deeds, 
or whether it be found in the conviction [hat one 
is thereby following the precepts of a Divine 
Teacher, in cither case it lies not wltliin Ihc or- 
dained power of our Government— iialional, state 
or municipal— to say that such a vocilion shall 
not be followed, siich a life shall not be led. 

So far wc have dealt with the question in what, 
for lack of a better word, wc may terra its secu- 
lar aspect only. From ihis point of, view our 
remarks and conclusions apply cqu.i]ry to all- 
charities, whether tcmooral or religious. 

CHARIT1ES.,\ VITAL PART OF ITS 
KELIGIOUS LIFE 
But diere is another aspect of the question 
Clearly presented, and as clearly demanding con- 
sideration. This is the religious aspect. The 
petition shows that the charitiea of The Salvation 
Army are a vital part of its reUgious life work. 
One need not wrilc as .n theologian in cipressing 
as wc do the most profound veneration for reli- 
gion as embodying the liighcst ethical concepts 
ot a people and as satisfying tlicir spiritual yearn- 
ings for a life finer than lliis earthly one. The 
two religions exercising the most potent influ- 
ence in shaping the material and spiritual des- 
tinies ol the white-skinned races arc the Jewish 
and the Christian, To these, as lo all others, 
perlect ircedmn of exercise is constitutionally 
guaranteed In both of these religions, charity 
IB the central word. It is enjoined, not as a good 
thing, or a wise thing, or as a kindly thing only, 
but as a fimdamental part of the reUgion itsefi 
Says the Jewish faith: "On three things the 
V orld IS stayed— on the Thorah (the law) and on 
worship, and on the bestowal of kindness" 
Now the end of the commandment is charitv 
out of a pure heart," says Paul to Timothy, "Ail 
perfection of the Christian life is to be attained 
according to charity. • declares Thomas Aquinas. 
Does It need more, does it need so much, to 
show that in these religions the bestowal of 
charity, the devotion of life to charity are a part

Stirring Meetings at New York I— The Bowery and the Swedish Corps 



A 5 stated in an earlier- issue, it had been 
arranged for Commisstotief Richards to 
conduct a week-end campaign in New 
Vork on his return from the Bermudas, 
and if the conduct of the Salvationists of that 
oty liot^ ^^ ^"^ °^^ °^ ^^^ meetings, to 
a CLnadian Conimissioner, is to be regarded as 
America's way o£ showing her love and respect 
for The Salvation Army in the Dominion, then 
we waat to Say that our comrades over the bor- 
der expressed themselves handsomely, and the 
CommEssioner and party left New York, not 
onty WLth eilharecd impressions of the personal 
kindlkcss of the Headquarters Staff, but with 
flew and enlarged conceptions of the magnitude 
and ihe spiritual character of The Army's opera- 
tions in New York City. 

At the first meeting of the aeries the Commis- 
Bioner spoke on The Salvation Army's Work 
among the native races of South Africa. The 
Chief Secretary and most of the American De- 
nirlmcntal Heads were absent, they having- a 
Salvation Army Jay in Washington, so Colonel 
A[clntyre, the Provincial Commander, presided 
fl\« the meetings held tn the Centnl Province. 
The entry of the Commissioner into ihc Hall 
was the signar for a tremendous outburst of 
enlhusium. There was no hesitancy about New 
,York gatherings, as we saw ihem. They gave 
utterance to their feelings with tbf maximum 
sound. Instrumental blasts, ear-piercing whistles, 
haiid-cUpptne, and cheering ivcre characteristic 
of every audience, whether at New York I„ the 
Bowery, at the Scandinavian Citadel, or the

AN OLD CANUCK 

Wlicn the crowd tliat filled the Hall had settled 
doivn. Colonel Mclntyre began his genial chair- 
manship. As many of our readers know, the 
Colonel is an old Canadian Ofticcr, but has been 
in the States for twCnty-tu-o years. He calls him- 
nelf "an old fanner from Ingersoll," but there is 
flolhing of the proverbial haysccd aboiit him, 
iii lian a form like that (if a yencralissimo, aud 
talks of mitllons with thii fluency of a real esUte 
ae«nt or a minister of finance. 

He began his introduction of the Commis- 
sioner hy liking him to certain great captains of 
ind Its try, who, by their own innate greatness^ and 
capacity, had risen to commanding positions. 
Cut once in these remarks his early agricuUral 
training asserted itself, for the Colonel declared 
Ihc Commissioner to be '"a whole straw-euiler of 
oratory and a veritable thicshing machine of 
eloquence."

As may be imagined, under this checrfuliicss, 
tlie meeting rolled merrily along, and th« Com- 
missioner's address was received with every 
c\prcssion of delight. The applause at its con- 
clusion was mighty and prolonged. \frs. Colonel 
Miles declared it to be the best missionary lec- 
ture she had ever heard. 

A FAMOUS SINGER 

fn this meeting onr old friend Major Arnold 
ins, for the first time, inlroduced"to an Ameri- 
can audience.

It is 
visible from the railway, and has 
heretofore been mistakenly known 
as Mount Geikle, which is not vis- 
ible from Jasper, but Iics_ farther 
west on the continental divide. 



MAKING NEW FACES 

A CELEBRATED British sculp- 
tor, who is now a private in the 
Army Medical Corps, Is finding a 
new use for his skill. All his leisure 
time is at present employed in re- 
placing the parts of men's faces 
destroyed by wounds in battle. These 
include mouths, jaws, and even eye- 
lids, all of which he has made to 
move naturally. 

He has just fimshed remaking a 
nose for a soldier whose nose was 
blown away below the bridge. His 
addition, which he prci>ared of elcc- 
trically-trcatcd metal, is so perfect 
tha^ where it is. joined is absolutely 
imperceptible, and the patient has 
regained his sense of smell. 

Wood is now giving up most of 
his time to this work, and is able 
to treat ten caSes daily. Surgeons 
who never thought that a sculptor's 
art could be adapted to this work 
are now absolutely amazed at the 
remarkable results Wood has ob- 
tained. 



It is interesting lo note that the 
proportion of the men who are as- 
signmg theJr pay is considerably 
larger among the recruits of the Jast 
few months than was the case with 
the men who went overseas at first.

Joscpii Keelcr," and represents 3" 
Successful city merchant of Toronto 
who IS led to study the early history 
of his family on Presqu'Ile Bay, and 
incidentally to eontra&i the condi- 
tions of ihc rural comniniiity of a 
iiniidrcd years ago with the life now 
lived under high pressure in the city. 
How a lawyer son gets into 
trouble through land speculation, 

gambling, and drink, and a. daughter 
loses health through over-indulgence 
in the social gaieties ot city life, but 
arc restored, the one to moral, and 
the other to physical health, by life 
on a farm purchased by the father 
near the home of hi^ ancestors, iSf 
in brief, the plot of ihc fictitious 
part of the work. Problems of agri- 
cultural crcdir, co-operation, and 
cold storage arc solved in connec- 
tion with the new farm, which 
points the way to the agricultural 
revival of a whole district. 

The hope of the author, expressed 
in his preface, may be echoed: 'That 
the attention of the best and most 
substantial citizens of both coun- 
tries, leaders in industrial enter- 
prises, and in the application of 
scientific knowledge, may be direct-f 
cd to the imperative national need 
fijr their active interest and practi- 
cal intervention in the problem of 
the reconstruction of mral proSp-:;!'- 
ily and of social progress in all, but 
especially in the older. Stales and 
Provinces." 



RAT-INFESTED TRENCHES 

ONE of the greatest plagues it* 
the trenches at present is rats. 
They swarm everywhere, and it is 
estimated that they have destroyed 
millions of dollars' worth of provi- 
sions senr to the soldiers. Various 
means arc being adopted to extermi- 
nate the vermin. 

"Trains literally full of dogs have 
been sent to the front, and poison 
has been fairly effective,*' says the 
London "Field." "A reward has 
been offered for every dead rai 
brought in by men in the trenches, 
and regular battues have been orga- 
nized. In a fortnight one army 
corps alone accounted for eight 
thousand rats," 



ASSIGNED PAY 

NINETY thousand cheques per 
month are now being tnadc out 
at Ottawa for relatives or depend- 
■ants of our men at the front. The 
amount of money thus expended is 
over two million dollars. 

Over one-third of the soldiers who 
have enlisted are now giving part of 
their pay to friends or dependents at 
home, and about one-quarter of the 
total force, representing approxi- 
mately the married meiij are on the 
Hat for separation allowaBct 



CEREAI. CROPS IN FRANCE 

THE yield of cereah iQ France in 
^915 was disappointingly small. 
Not only are areas sown less than 
in 1914, but the average yield is one 
of the poorest recorded for a long 
time. The area under wheat is less 
by 2,060,SOO acres than the mean of 
the four normal years 19lO to J913, 
and the yield per acre (16.45 bush- 
els) is lower than in any year since 
the disastrous one of 1910, when it 
was not more than 1547 busheK 

The total wheat crop for 1915 was 
237 million bushels; Oats, 242 md- 
liou bushels* These fisnrts do not 



LAKE OF EPSOM SALTS 

IN the Province of Saskatchewan 
there is a lake of Epsom salts. It 
is Called Muskiki Lake, and has iiu 
outlet and is fed by springs from 
which sulphate of magnesia rises in 
solution. 

An application has been made to 
the Government for a lease of \h\i 
lake in order to use the sulphate o\ 
magnesia commercially. An Ordcr- 
in-Council has been passed author- 
izing the lease for live years at ten 
cents an acre, subject to certain con- 
ditions as to expenditure on plant. 
'i'nc lake is eight miles in area and 
the water is described as useless for 
domestic, irrigation, or steam pur- 
poses. 



OLD INDUSTRIES REVIVE " 

ONE result of the war has been 
to revive some of the ancIenU 
half-forgotten English village in- 
dustries.
